in Chains

When Christ returns to the 
earth, many important things will 


take place. He will leave Heaven 
with the saints, riding upon a 
white horse and coming to the 


battle of Armageddon. He will 
quickly gain victory in this battle 
because’ of the sword which pro- 
ceeds out of His mouth. 

The beast, the Antichrist, and 
the false prophet, who will bring 


together the armies-of the earth, 
will be captured and cast alive 
into a lake of fire, burning with 


brimstone. After a thousand years 
they are still found in that place 
suffering torment day and night. 


After the battle of Armageddon 
comes a great supper—it is the 
supper of the flesh-eating birds. 
These fowls of the air are called 
together by the angel who stands 
in the sun. They come to devour 
the’ flesh of kings and captains 
and mighty men, and of all men, 
small and great, who are de- 
stroyed in the battle of Armaged- 
don. Revelation 19 closes with this 
notation, “All the fowls were filled 
with their flesh.”’ 

We now come to a consideration 
of the first three verses in Reve- 
lation 20, which tell us of the 
chaining of Satan. There are three 
things I would have you to see 
about this enemy of God. 


~+. The Character of Satan 


The Word clearly delineates the 
character of this evil one. 

He is proud, Paul gives a warn- 
ing unto preachers in I Timothy 
3:6, “Not a novice, lest being lifted 
up with pride he fall into the con- 
demnation of the devil.” 

Satan is presumptuous. In Job 
1:6 we are told that “the sons 
of God came to present them- 
selves before the Lord, and Satan 
came also among them.’ He had 
no business in the midst of the 
sons of God. He had lost his place 
in Heaven, but he returned to 
bring accusation against the saints 
of the Lord, The Devil has always 
inserted his presence into the 
midst of God’s people for the pur- 
pose of stirring up strife. 

The Devil is powerful. 


“Wherein in time past ye 
walked according to the course of 
this world, according to the 
prince of the power of the air,

disobedience.’ — 


the spirit that now 
the children of 
Eph. 2:2. 

“For we wrestle not against 
flesh and blood, but against princi- 
palities, against powers, against 
the rulers of the darkness of this 
world, against spiritual wicked- 
ness in high places.”—Eph. 6:12. 


With many. other words the 
Bible describes the character of 
Satan. John speaks of him as the 
wicked one. Moses tells of his 
subtlety. Paul speaks of his deceit- 
fulness. The Lord recognized Sa- 
tan as fierce and cruel, and was 
always willing to cast out demons 
from those who were sore beset. 


If. The Career of Satan 


The Word indicates that Satan 
was once in Heaven, and doubtiess 
in a place of great authority. His 
downfall came when he put his 
will against God’s will. Let us 
notice Isaiah 14:12-14: 

“How art thou fallen from hea- 
ven, O Lucifer, son of the morn- 
ing! how art thou cut down to 
the ground, which didst weaken 
the nations! For thou hast said 
in thine heart, I will ascend into 
heaven, I will exalt my throne 
above the stars of God: I will sit

December 2, 3, and 4, the South- 


jern Baptist Fellowship met in 


Greenville, South Carolina. The 
hosts were the Tabernacle Bap- 
tist Church, Rev. Haroida B. Sight- 
ler, pastor, and, for one afterpoon 
‘and evening, Bob Jones University. 
Tabernacle Church has a large, 
beautiful new auditorium seating 
1,500.

It was a very great privilege 
for this editor to speak at two 
principal services of the Southern 
Baptist Fellowship. Once in the 
Rodeheaver Auditorium of Bob 
Jones University there was a tre- 
mendous crowd, At the closing 
service Wednesday night in Taber- 
nacle Baptist Church, the news- 
paper reported 1,200 present. 


The next annual meeting will 
be held with the Brent Baptist 
Church, Pensacola, Florida, the 
first Monday, ‘Tuesday, and 
Wednesday of December, 1958. 


It was a great joy also to preach 
to 800 ministerial students of Bob 
Jones University and to have fel- 
lowship with faculty, staff, and 
student body on the campus. 


December 5 and 6, this editor 
spoke at Southland Baptist Tem- 
ple, Paducah, Kentucky, with Rev. 
Harold Council, pastor. We had 
visitors from Illinois, Indiana, and 
Kentucky. 

Last Wednesday I spoke twice 
to large crowds in full-length mes- 
sages, and made seven radio 
broadcasts on tape. Last Friday I 
spoke in three major services 
(full-leneth), and made two radio 
broadcasts. I returned home tired 
but most happy over fellowship 
with God’s great people who are 
standing true to Christ and the 
Bible, all over this country. 


We Apologize to Dr. Kantzer 


In THE SWORD OF THE Lorp for 
December 6 we mentioned the 
widespread attack on fundamen- 
talists now being carried on by 
Christian Life magazine, Chris- 
tianity Today, The Southern Pres- 
byterian Journal, and Eternity 
magazine, along with Dr. 
Ramm, Dr. Carl Henry, Dr. Ver- 
non Grounds, Dr. Billy Graham, 
etc. There we made the following 
statement: “Dr. Kenneth 5S. 
Kantzer of Wheaton College lec- 
tured at Northwestern Schools, 
founded by the late W. B. Riley, 
who was president of the World’s 
Fundamentals Association, on 
‘Three Reasons Why I Cannot Be 
a Fundamentalist.’”” Dr, Kantzer 
tells me that that was not the ti- 
tle of his lecture and that while 
he disavowed the belief in ‘“me- 
chanical dictation,” and said he 
did not agree with the position 
of some radical fundamentalists 
on some ~-matters, he had not 
meant to leave the impression that 
he himself was not a fundamental- 
ist. Dr, Kantzer tells me, and I 
believe ‘him, that he does believe 
in the fundamentals of the faith, 
he does not wish to be classified 
with those attacking fundamental- 
ists, that he regards himself 
rather as a defender of the 
fundamentals of the faith. Dr. 
Kantzer tells us that two or three 
others had understood him to say 
something like what our Minnea- 
polis friend reported him to say, 
but that he was misunderstood. |

Billy Graham is reported to 
have said at Buffalo on April 3 of 
this year: “The NAE stands at 
the crossroads. It must steer a 
course between the extreme fun- 
damentalist that God has by- 
passed and too much of a position 
of tolerance.” 


I agree with the first part of 
this remarkable statement. 1 too 
think that the NAE stands at the 
crossroads. I was one of the com- 
pany that had to do with the or- 
ganization and early growth of 
the NAE. When the organizers 
and promoters met in Los Angeles, 
they were the guests of Trinity 
Methodist Church, of which I was 
pastor. For many years, while I 
was pastor of that church, we 
paid ae 000 per — to the support 
— woe Of the NAE, 
| In my opinion, 
~, the NAE had 
“™— the greatest 

_ opportunity of 
' any evangeli- 
cal movement 
(in America, 
~ possibly in the 
* world. Even 
today, with 
~ some question 
marks being 
voiced, I .be- 
lieve the NAE 
is God’s chosen instrument in the 
darkest hour of apostasy that the 
world has ever known. But that 
she stands at the crossroads is 
glaringly certain, in my opinion. 

However, I disagree that, stand- 
ing at the crossroads, she must 
steer a course between the “ex- 
treme fundamentalist” and “too 


‘| much of a position of tolerance.” 


Fundamentalism is not fanaticism. 
I find no teaching in God’s Word 
that would lead me to believe that 
a Christian should modify his loy- 
alty to the fundamentals. The fun- 
damentals are the essentials. I 
cannot find a recognized diction- 
ary that does not recognize that 
fact. 


St. Paul was undoubtedly the 
fundamentalist of his day. He was 
considered by the organized and 
accepted ecclesiasticism of his 
times an “extreme fundamental- 
ist.” He fought for his position. 
His arguments in justification of 
his position were classic. His logic 
in supporting the fundamental 
doctrines that he espoused was 
unanswerable. If you want to 
know how extreme his position 
was, read the record of the oppo- 
sition of the religious leaders of 
his times. Those who examined 
him and his contentions pro- 
claimed him “mad.” He was indeed 
unreasonable in the eyes and ac- 
cording to the judgment of the 
learned churchmen of his day. But 
that does not mean that he was 
wrong. Nor does it mean that tol- 
erance of any character should 
have been extended to those who 
sought to modify or soften the 
gospel that he preached. 


What is “too much of a position 
of tolerance?” How much toler- 
ance did Jesus show when He faced 
the scribes, Pharisees and hypo- 
crites of his day? He left his lan- 
guage behind him. Read it! Read 
the words of the ancient prophets, 
God’s men of that dark day of 
compromise and surrender. They 
took their message directly from 
God Himself. More than once they 
stood at the crossroads. Jesus 
left eleven faithful men, to whom 
a twelfth was later added. He sent 
them out to preach the Gospel, His 
Gospel, to all mankind. Do you 
know what happened to them? Do 
you think it would. have _hap- 
pened to a dozen “softies” whose 
watchword was “tolerance”? Can 
you classify those men as belong- 
ing to a “moderation group’? 
Were they “policy” experts? Had 
they learned the fine art of di- 
plomacy? How much tolerance is 
just enough? 

There are extreme men who are 
classed as fundamentalists today. 
I think John Rice .-is one. 
Jones, Sr., is another. Certainly, 
Carl McIntire is one. There are 
many more. Not too many! But 
the issue is not as to their classi- 
fication. The real question is, are 
they right? If they are right, how 
extremely right may they be be- 
fore God Almighty shows dis- 
favor? At what point does God 


a 


want a little wrong mixed in, that 
His Gospel may be more palat- 
able? Where does acceptable com- 
promise begin? Pleasé give chap- 
ter and verse where Jesus, in 
training His army, conmtmanded 
that they be nice, polite, harmless, 
popular ministers, with all the 
candles lighted. In that day there 
was a line drawn. It was definite, 
The essentials of salvation were on 
one side and all the rest was on 
the other. Any “position of toler- 
ance,” too much or too little, that 
would crowd out the essentials 
of the gospel méssage, by which 
the souls of men are offered sal- 
vation, is dangerous and damag- 
ing, in my opinion. 

I think I know the swamp in 
which this malaria was spawned—~ 
this idea that God has “bypassed 
fundamentalism’ and is now en- 
gaged in adjusting tolerance toa 
these times. I think I have dis- 
covered the fountains from which 
is seeping out this new idea of 
friendly co-existence between a 
modified fundamentalism and a 
lovely and loving one-world lib< 
eralism. If I-am not mistaken, it 
has its roots in the darkest apos- 
tasy that has ever cursed the 
world. It belongs to “the last 
days,” when the curse of God 
shall hang like an avenging sword 
over those who would add to and 
take from the clear, plain Word of 


Human wisdom, so-called, has 
builded a modern tower of Babel. 
We think to outwit the Almighty 
Jehovah. So we substitute a mod- 
erate gospel for the “thus saith 
the Lord” of the ancient prophets 
and the apostles of primitive 
Christianity. It is a gospel that 
must not hurt too much. I can- 
not but recall the sad but fatal 
words of Jeremiah, Daniel and 
Ezekiel as they looked toward a 
doomed city and the later words 


of Jesus Himself as He stood on. 


the hilltop and wept over that 
same city as its doom approached. 
A tolerant ecclesiasticism had 
whispered “peace, peace when 
there was no peace,” but the 
frank, blunt, cruel, fundamental 
facts of destiny were sweeping in 
like a blighting storm. Tolerance 
failed. The lullaby of love was 
drowned out by the howl of God’s 
gale of wrath. Israel had her 
chance. She would not héar or 
heed. Nor has God changed. The 
church, the apostate church, the 
backslidden, time-serving church 
that Christ bought with His own 
blood, seeks today to “tame” God, 
to bring Him down to human di- 
mensions, to emasculate Him and 
make Him putty-like. It is too 
large a job for mice-size men! 


Even though I am an old man, 
I still study to keep calm, to re- 
main quiet (you would not believe 
it!), to be placid. But something 
within me cries out against the 
cheap softness of these times. I 
hate days like these! I despise the 
cheating preachments of thou- 
sands of pulpits that pour out 
streams of psychological chaff and 
seek to save a world—eternally 
lost—by assuring it that God's 
love covers the rebellion and wick- 
edness of all mankind. It is not 
true. It is a cheating lie. God is 
not the Father of all men. God is 
only the Father of those who have 
in penitence truly accepted Je- 
sus Christ as Saviour and Lord, 
They alone belong to the family 
of God. They are born into that 
family. Anything else is a cheat- 
ing lie and has its place as record- 
ed on the last printed page of your 
Bible, if you have one. If you 
have not one, go get one! On is- 
sues such as this, you sorely need 
one! 


Somebody is wrong, dreadfully 
wrong. God has not bypassed the 
fundamentals, not even the “ex- 
treme” fundamentals. God has not 
bypassed truth, extreme truth. 


Bob |God has not bypassed the Bible 


and the gospel of the ages. 


Some folks may be trying to 
take another way, but it is a fatal 
detour. There is but one way! It 
is the essential _ (fundamental), 
way of eternal life!

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Repent, 


Or Else

“Unto the angel of the church of Ephesus write; These things saith 
he that holdeth the seven stars in his right hand, who walketh in the 
midst of the seven golden candlesticks; I know thy works, and thy 
labour, and thy patience, and how thou canst not bear them which 
are evil: and thou hast tried them which say they are apostles, and 
are not, and hast found them liars: and has borne, and hast patience, 
and for my name’s sake hath laboured, and hast not faimted. Neverthe- 
less I have somewhat against thee, because thou hast left thy first love. 


“Remember therefore from whence thou art fallen, and repent, and 
do the first works, or else I will come wnto thee quickly, and will 
remove thy candle out of his place, except thou repent. 


“But this thou hast, that thou hatest the deeds of the Nicolaitunes, 


which also I hate. 


“He that hath an ear, let him hear what the Spirit saith. unto 
the churches; To him that overcometh will I give to eat of the tree 
of life, which is in the midst of the paradise of God.”—Rev. 2:1-7. 


The second and third chapters 
of the book of the Revelation con- 
tain seven messages to the seven 
churches of Asia, At the close of 
each message we read these iden- 
tical words, “He that hath an ear, 
let him hear what the Spirit saith 
unto the churches.” These mes- 
sages, then, are tremendously im- 
portant. 


Dr. E. Schuyler English has well 
said, ‘“‘These messages to the 
churches should be read in four 
ways.” It is to the personal as- 
pect of these messages that I 
wish to call to your attention just 
now. 

Five times the Lord points out 
some error, sin, or false doctrine 
to these churches after which He 
says, “REPENT—or Else’ (Rev. 
2:5). : 

The Christian people at Ephesus 
had many admirable virtues. They 
were orthodox in their theology. 
They maintained church discipline 
when it came to both doctrine 
and conduct. But one thing was 
sadly lacking. They had ‘left their 
first love’ (Rev. 2:4). 


The Lord Jesus Christ told John 
to write, “Remember therefore 
from whence thou art fallen, and 
repent, and do the first works...” 
(Rev. 2:4). 

Now the “first work” of the 
church is evangelism. Surely the 
“first love” of a Christian is soul 
winning. 

The Apostle Paul who wept 
over poor lost sinners—going 
from “house to house” (Acts 20: 
19, 20) had founded this great 
church about 51 A. D. God is call- 
ing this great church back to its 
original ministry!

In an interview published by U. 
S. NEWS & WORLD REPORT 
(September 27, 1957), Billy Gra- 
ham said, “I have met many peo- 
ple who are now leaders in the re- 
ligious life of New York who were 
converted by Billy Sunday forty 
years ago, and one of the most 
classic examples is Dr. Henry Van 
Dusen, president of Union Theo- 
logical ‘Seminary.”’ 

It is both sad and significant 
that Dr. Graham will hold up an 
avowed modernist and the presi- 
dent of what is perhaps America’s 
most extremely modernistic and 
religiously “left-wing” theological 
institution as a classic example of 
the fact that the~ “converts” of 
mass evangelism last, He should 
have pointed to Van Dusen as one 
of the failures of the Billy Sun- 
day campaigns—not one of the 
successes. 


To use one of Billy Graham's 
favorite phrases, “hundreds and 
thousands” of Billy Sunday’s gen- 
uine converts are still active im 
America. These men and women 
believe the Bible is the Word of 
God. Their lives are outstanding 
examples of the power of Jesus 
Christ to transform sinners. They 
are found in business, in pulpits, 
and on the mission field. 


That all of these faithful serv- 
ants of God should be overlooked 
in favor of a modernist is indic- 
ative of Billy Graham’s deliber- 
ate preference for infidel preach- 
ers rather than for men who are 
sound in the faith.

“Seeking a City”

“I never guessed that Abraham -— — 


kneW so many facts about Christ.” 
This was my reaction when I fin- 
ished Dr. John R. Rice’s new 
novel, Seeking a City. Dr. Rice 
shows from the Bible how clearly 
Abraham knew that Christ was to 
fulfill the prophecy in Genesis 
3:15, that Melchizedek prefigured 
Christ, and that the offering of 
Isaac on Mt. Moriah must have 
pictured the death of Christ. Al- 
though not meant to be simply a 
discussion of theology, the novel 
handles enough very interesting 
doctrinal matters to make it well 
worthwhile from the standpoint of 
increasing Bible knowledge. I was 
amazed at the spiritual truth 
which Dr. Rice has gleaned in 
abundance from Abraham’s life.

For 
adventure follow Abraham in his 
long trek from Ur of the Chaldees 
fo the land of Palestine, or go 
along as he helps to free Lot and 
his family from their captors. And

Seeking a City is probably best |

known character. Instead, Dr. Rice 
has chosen the difficult 
forming an absorbingly interesting 
story within the framework of 
Abraham's life, about which most 
Christians know a great deal. But 


you ask, “How could a novel be! 


interesting when you know how 
it will turn out?” With the element 
of suspense removed, the author 
maintains keen interest by pro- 
viding many details of life in Bi- 
ble times, and makes Abraham 
and Sarah “come alive’ and seem 
very human, warm, and friendly. It 
is fascinating to be able, in a way, 
to “listen in” on Abraham’s mus- 
ings about God’s dealings with 
men. The conversations between 
Abraham and other characters is 
in picturesque and vivid language 
as surely he would have used. The

Dr. Roberson Right; 
Rapture Comes First 


By the Editor 


A good Canadian brother writes, 
saying he differs from Dr. Rober- 
son’s sermon saying that Jesus 
may come at any time, and that 
Christians, at Christ’s coming, 
will be caught up and not go 
through the Great Tribulation. 
Here is the editor’s answer, 


Dear Brother A——: 


Thank you for your letter and 
the copy of your letter to Dr. 
Lee Roberson. 


However, I must say I am con- 
vinced Dr. Roberson is right and 
that you are wrong when you be- 
lieve the Church must go through 
the tribulation before the rapture. 
And you have misunderstood and 
confused the Scriptures on that 
matter, in my judgment. May I 
call your attention to what I 
think are your errors, 


The “Elect” in Matt. 24:31 
Means Regathering of Israel, 
Not the Rapture 


1. You quote Matthew 24:29- 
31 as if verse 31 referred to the 
rapture. That Scripture says, 
“And he shall send his angels 
with a great sound of a trumpet, 
and they shall gather together his 
elect from the four winds, from 
one end of heaven to the other.” 
But that is not a picture of the 
rapture, but of the gathering to- 
gether of Israel which has been 
se clearly foretold in the Old 
Testament and repeated here. If 
you will study that passage again, 
you will see that verse 30 tells of 
the return of Christ in glory with 
saints and angels to set up His 
kingdom on the earth. The picture 
is not the rapture, not the first 
phase of His coming. Certainly 
verse 30 is not speaking of the 
same thing as I Thessalonians 4: 
13-18, is not speaking of the same 
thing as I Corinthians 15:51, 52. 
There is nothing here about being 
caught up in the air to meet the 
Lord, nothing here about the first 
resurrection. No, the passage in 
Matthew 24:29-31 tells of the re- 
turn of Christ in glory after the 
tribulation time and the regather- 
ing of Israel back to Palestine. 
That regathering is prophesied 
many times in the Old Testament, 
particularly in Deuteronomy 30:1- 
6, in Jeremiah 23:3-8, in Ezekiel 
37 :21-25, etc. If you read those 
passages carefully, you 
that this regathering of Israel is 
to be connected with the setting 
un of the kingdom on earth and 
Christ’s literal reign on David's 
throne. It is not connected with 
the rapture. And since your doc- 
trine is based on a misunderstand- 
ing of Scriptures, you could not 
come out right.

show that surely the term “the 
last trump” refers to some par- 
ticular series of trumpets or some 
particular use of trumpets. Do 
you think that means. that after 
the rapture trumpets will be out- 
lawed and there will never be an- 
other trumpet made or owned or 
blown in the world? I do not 
think so. 


In the forms and ceremony of 
the Old Testament religion trum- 
pets had a very large part. There 
is a feast of trumpets. Trumps 
and trumpets are mentioned more 
than one hundred times in the Old 
Testament, only twelve times in 
the New ‘Testament, which in- 
cludes a number of times in the 
book of Revelation. So “the last 
trump” which. comes at the rap- 
ture in I Corinthians 15:51, 52, 
will be the last trump that Chris- 
tians will hear in their mortal 
bodies before being’ gloriously 
changed. It will be the last trum- 
pet in a lifetime on earth living 
in natural bodies. It will be the 
last trumpet that Christians will 
hear of this present world order. 
I do not know all that the words 
mean, but it would be foolish and 
it would’ be twisting the Scrip- 
tures unnaturally to make them 
mean that God now passes a iaw 
that no one else in all the uni- 
verse will ever again blow a trum- 
pet. God simply means, surely, the 
last trump of this earthly life or 
some such meaning. 


It would not be good Bible ex- 
position even to make the last 
trumipet in I Corinthians 15:51, 
92 mean the same as the last of 
seven trumpets which would be 
revealed later in the book of 
Revelation as some people try to 
do. 


This is Tuesday morning. Sup- 
pose I say, as I often do on Tues- 
day, “That is the last copy for 
THE SWORD OF THE LORD.” We fig- 
ure out to the column inch, down 
to the last few words, exactly how 
much it takes to fill THE Sworp. 
But if I say, ““That is the last copy 
for THE Sworp,” I mean it rela- 
tively, that is, the last copy need- 
ed for this week. I do not mean 
that we will not have copy for 
next week’s issue of THE SWORD. 

God did not leave it to some 
whimsical interpretation of two 
words to decide what our attitude 


when we should expect the rap- 
ture to occur. 


Rapture Will Not Be Secret, 
of Course 

3. You say, “I submit, further, 
that our Lord’s Return will not be 
a secret coming ... .” But of 
course that depends entirely on 
what you mean by secret. No one 
believes that Christ’s coming will 
be a secret after He comes. I do 
not suppose anybody in the world 
would imagine that millions of 
Christians could be taken out-in 
a moment and that no one would 
know it happened. No, the secrecy 
of Christ’s coming is all before 
His coming. People simply do not 
know when Jesus will come. I do 
not myself use the term “the sec- 
ret rapture,” because some men 
pervert the terms, as you do, but 
you must know if you have 
thought about it that nobody in 
the world thinks that the rapture 
of millions of saints will go by 
and never be noticed. 


4. I am not impressed with ‘Ter- 
tullian’s idea that the one who 
now hinders the appearance of the 
Antichrist is the Roman State, 
nor with your idea that it is the 
Papacy. Nor are very many other 
neople impressed with that far- 
fetched idea.

The letter was in much detail, 

listing the articles published in 
the ten issues. We hope Sworp 
readers will pray for the Japanese 
Sword of the Lord, that God will 
bless those who translate it, that 
He will cause the _ subscription 
list to build, and ask His help in 
financing this project. 
_ Sworp readers have helped 
greatly during 1957, enabling us 
to send through The Evangelical 
Alliance Mission some $4,820.40 
designated especially for Sword 
free literature being used widely 
there, and helping Japanese pas- 
tors set up revival campaigns. Ev-

day nor the hour wherein the Son’ 


of man cometh.” New Testament 
Christians were plainly taught to 
momentarily expect Christ’s re- 
turn. Paul himself hoped to be 
alive when Jesus would return for 
the rapture and said, “Then we 
which are alive and remain shall 
be caught up together with them 
in the clouds, to meet the Lord in 
the air.”’ The surprise of Christ’s 
sudden coming at the rapture is 
pictured in the parable of the ten 
virgins in Matthew 25:1-13. Jesus 
plainly said that as it was in the 
days of Noah before the flood 
“they were eating and drinking, 
marrying and giving in marriage, 
until the day that Noe entered 
into the ark, And knew not until 
the flood came, and took them all 
away; so shall also the coming of 
the Son of man be” (Matt. 24:38, 
39). That is not a picture of the 
Great Tribulation, but of people 
going on in the regular course of 
life, marrying and giving in mar- 
riage, eating and drinking, carry- 
ing on regular business with no 
evidence as to when Christ would 
come. The rapture is to be sud- 
den, unexpected, and is the next 
thing on. God’s program. That is 
a teaching so often mentioned in 
the Bible that it is only fair to 
say it is the main emphasis of all 
the teaching of Christ concerning 
the Second Coming. 


Now if the tribulation were to 
come before the rapture, then ev- 
erybody would know when the 
rapture would occur, because the 
tribulation is a well-defined per- 
iod of 3% years, 42 months, or 
1260 days.. For the rapture to 
come “immediately after the trib- 
ulation of those days’ would be 
making a lie of all the warnings 
that no one could know when Je- 
sus would come. The imminence of 
Christ’s coming is the principal 
teaching concerning the Second 
Coming in the New ‘Testament. 
Any doctrine which does not fit in 
with that major doctrine and 
teaching of the Bible, is false and 
wrong, so it seems clearly to me.

Should Ministers Drink? 


The front page of New Mexico's 
leading newspaper, The Albuquer- 
que Journal, contained a most in- 
teresting article entitled, “Albu- 
querque Pastors Divided on Minis- 
ter’s Right to Drink.” It seemed a 
“local survey” showed the preach- 
ers “rather sharply divided” over 
whether they had a right to drink 
alcoholic beverages socially. 


The survey was _ inspired 
through a statement made by a 
Rev. Car] T. Uehling, minister of 
St. John’s Lutheran Church 
(United Lutheran Synod) in New- 
ark, New Jersey, that to deny 
a clergyman the right to drink al- 
coholic beverages socially was “to 
deny him his liberty as a Chris- 
tian."” He had told the North 
Conway (New Hampshire) Insti- 
tute on Alcoholism that neither 
the Bible or “his Lord” prohibits 
drinking and that the ministerial 
vocation ‘“‘does not demand absti- 
nence.” ° 


In Albuquerque, a local Luther- 
an minister explained that Luther- 
ans were liberal toward a moder- 
ate use of alcohol because of, their 
close ties with Germany and oth- 
er European countries where 
drinking is common. Rev. Walter 
Geihsler, pastor of the Trinity 
Lutheran Church (Missouri Sy- 
nod), remarked to the Journal: “T 
think he has it sized up accurate- 
ly as far as the Scriptures are 
concerned.”’ 


All of Albuquerque’s | Catholic 
clergymen declined comment ex- 
cept two and they _ authorized 
their statements for anonymous 
use only. One stood for total absti- 
nence and the other was in sym- 
pathy with the New Jersey Luth- 
eran. The second priest comment- 
ed: “Obviously Jesus recognized 
that there was a place for alcohol 
in the Christian life. He con- 
verted water into wine at the wed- 
ding feast of Cana, and the Chris- 
tian religion is based on the life 
of Christ. However, I definitely 
object to the-abuse of it.” 


The minister of Albuquerque’s 
First Unitarian Church, as could 
be expected, was on the side of 
booze. Rev. Franklin P. Smith 
said: “I would find myself in com- 
plete agreement with the Luther- 
an minister. You will find that 
Jesus, at the time of the last sup- 
per, served wine. They had to 
drink wine at that time because 
the water was poison. When Paul 
admonished Timothy, ‘drink . no 
longer water but a little wine for 
thy stomach’s sake and thine oft 
intirmities,’ he didn’t tell him to 
go out and get cockeyed. Too 
much coffee is bad for you, too. 
But it’s the same principle.” 


Methodist; «Presbyterian,  As- 
sembly of God and Baptist minis- 
ters voiced disapproval of minis- 
terial drinking. The _ strongest 
came from Rev. Harry P. Stagg, 
executive secretary of the Baptist 
Convention of New Mexico. He 
said: “It [alcohol! is the most 
damaging force in American life 
today. It is not a question of de- 
nying him | the minister! the right 
to drink, but I think any minister 
should see the destructiveness of 
alcoho] clearly enough to leave it 
alone. Any sane person, minister 
or not, should have sense enough 
to xnow that anyone who takes a 
drink is liable to become an alco- 
holic. When you think of a minis- 
ter’s life being dedicated to a con- 
structive program, it would seem 
unwise. for him to indulge in 
something that can be only de- 
structive. Our denomination 
stands pat on total abstinence and 
has a strong educational program. 
It is more important to put on 
an educational drive against it 
than to try to salvage a life after 
the damage-is done.” | 

It is both tragic and ridiculous 
—and doubly tragic because it is 
so ridiculous—-for so-called 
preachers of the Gospel to justify 
the booze business in any of its 
poisonous forms. The most asinine 
of all the answers was that by the 
Unitarian minister who declared 
people in our Lord’s time “had to 


drink wine... because the water 
was poison.” And to compare 
drinking liquor with a cup of cof- 
fee is as childish and foolish as it 
is wicked. 


Jesus did not turn water into 
fermented wine, but simple grape- 
juice. Paul's instruction to Tim- 
othy was not to drink wine instead 
of water, but to mix some “wine” 
with his drinking water because 
of the strong alkaline content in 
the water where Timothy was 
ministering. Nor was it fermented 
wine, All fruit of the vine is 
called “‘wine”’ in the Bible and it 
depends on the context whether 
the wine is fermented or not. The 
God who wrote: “Wine is a mock- 
er, strong drink is raging: and 
whosoever is deceived thereby is 
not wise” (Prov. 20:1), and, “Look 
not thou upon the wine when it is 
red, when it giveth his colour in the 
cup, when it moveth itself aright. 
At the last it biteth like a ser- 
pent, and stingeth like an adder” 
(Prov. 23:31, 32), did not contra- 
dict Himself in other Scriptures.

He writes the editor as follows: 


“Thank you for your courteous 
agreement to publish a correction 
of a statement appearing in the 
December 6 issue Of THE Sworp 
OF THE LorpD reading as follows: 
‘Dr. Kenneth S. Kantzer of Whea- 
ton College lectured at Northwest- 
ern Schools, founded by the late 
W. B. Riley who was president of 
the World’s Fundamentals Associ- 
ation, on “Three Reasons Why I 
Cannot Be a Fundamentalist.” ’ ”’ 


“The truth is as follows: 


“1. I never at any time made 
any such speech at Northwestern. 


“2. Two years ago I spoke to 
a group of students invited to 
Northwestern from other semi- 
naries in the area. Many of the 
students were liberal, and I was 
asked to speak on the topic of 
Revelation and Inspiration. 


‘3. The main theme of my mes- 
sage was Three Reasons Why. I 
Cannot Be Neo-Orthodoz. 

“4. After two years, I cannot 
recall exact words I may have 
spoken, but I may possibly have 
referred in passing to mistakes 
that some Fundamentalists have 
made, such as equating belief in a 
creation date of 4004 B. C. with 
belief in the verbal inspiration of 
the Bible or of seeming to adopt 
a dictation view of the method of 
inspiration. I definitely did not 


state any reasons why I cannot 


be a Fundamentalist. 

“5. Most Fundamentalists and 
even E. A. Burtt, a humanist, in 
his volume, Types of Religious 


Philosophy, define Fundamental- 


ists as Protestants who stand for: 


a fully orthodox faith, including 
the verbal inspiration and inerrant 
authority of the Bible. In this 
legitimate sense I am a Funda- 
mentalist and an ardent Funda- 
mentalist.

also upon the mount of the con- 
gregation, in the sides of the 
north: I will ascend above the 
heights of the clouds; I will be 
kike-the most High.” 


Remember this: The shortest 
definition of sin is “I will.” 

After Satan was cast out of 
Heaven, he made the scene of his 
action on earth and in the air 
above the earth. In the Garden of 
Eden he caused the downfall of 
the first man. 


Throughout the Old Testament 
we find evidences of his work. He 
caused even the people of God to 
forsake the Lord and to engage 
in doubtful practices. He caused 
the people to murmur against God 
and to complain. He led them to 
worship false idols and gods. 


In New Testament days Satan 
was still busy. He tempted the 
Lord Jesus Christ, but was de- 
feated by the Word of God. Please 
notice that it is always the Word 
which brings about Satan’s defeat. 
If we are to conquer Satan and 
cause him to flee from us, it will 
be through the use of the Word. 


As we study the Bible, we are 
made aware of the Devil’s devices. 
Paul says, ‘We are not ignorant 
of Satan’s devices.’ The Bible will 
cause us to open our €yes and to 
discern the things that are right 
and wrong. In the days since the 
close of New Testament history, 
Satan has still carried on his 
work. Christians have always had 
a battle with him and the church- 
es have often been torn asunder 
by his onslaughts. 


One of these days the Lord Je- 
sus is coming for His own. This 
we know as the rapture, when the 
dead in Christ shall be raised and 
the living shall be changed; when 
the church and the Holy Spirit 


have been taken out of the world, 


and the tribulation will rage upon 
the earth. In this period of time, 
Satan will have his heyday. It will 
be his last effort to gain control 
of the earth. In the tribulation 
period he will give power to the 
Antichrist who will take over the 
reins of human government, and 
will bring together the armies to 
the battle of Armageddon. 


At the close of the tribulation 
will come this bloody battle in the 
valley of Megiddo, Satan will be 
present, working through the 
beast and the false prophet. To 
this battle will come Jesus who 
will quickly destroy all opposition. 
The beast and the false prophet 


will be cast into Hell. Disposition 
will be made of Satan for a thou- 
sand years. 


The work of Satan through the 
centuries has been threefold: 


First, to damn souls. This is the 
main objective of the wicked one.

When souls were being saved and 
the revival fires burning, he had 
Peter and the other apostles cast 
into prison. When this failed to 
stop the work, then he brought in 
trouble by the deception of 
Ananias and Sapphira. Every dis- 
ruption of the work. of God is 
Satan’s program; therefore, let us 
be on our guard and allow him no 
place in our lives. 


Ill, The Chains of Satan 


Revelation 20:1-3 is a portion 
of Scripture that Satan hates. It 
tells Of something which is to 
come upon him. It has not taken 
place as yet, but it will take place 
one day. Of course, there are some 
teachers who say that now we are 
in the kingdom of God and the 
Devil is now chained. If this be 
true, then the angel certainly 
placed a mighty long chain on 
Satan—a chain long enough to al- 
low him to come from the bottom-~ 
less pit to every place on the 
earth. Satan is not bound now, but 
he shall be. 

The world will be in an awful 
condition after the _ tribulation 
and the battle of Armageddon.

which the apostle was so jealous? 
He tells us plainly in I Corinthi- 
ans 15:1-4; 


“IT declare unto you the gospel 
. . . how that Christ died for our 
sins according to the scriptures; 
And that he was buried, and that 
he rose again the third day ac- 
cording to the scriptures.” 

Note carefully: the Gospel is 
God's wonderful story of His be- 
loved Son. It is a message of 
grace to be received in faith. It 
is not a code of laws to be obeyed 
or good advice to be followed. It 
is not a system of ritual observ- 
ances or a call to submit to cer- 
tain ordinances. It does not set 
forth the claims of any human 
church organization, however 
venerable, nor does it exhort men 
to seek after experiences, howev- 
er remarkable, though a blessed 
experience follows its acceptance. 
It simply sets forth Christ cruci- 
fied and risen as the Saviour of all 
who believe in Him. 


When the Mormon elder comes 
declaring that an angel revealed 
a gospel of salvation through a re- 
stored church and renewed ordi- 
nances, he is preaching another 
gospel, and angel and man are 
alike under the curse. is 

When the legalist comes insist- 
ing that salvation is by obedience 
to God's holy law (which in itself 
is just and good), he is preaching 
another gospel, for the Word of 
God declares, “By the deeds of 
the law there shall no flesh be 
justified in his sight.” 

When the emotional preacher, 
ignorant of the grace of God, 
comes promising salvation to those 
“who make a full surrender” of 
all that they have to God, and who 
“pay the price for full salvation,” 
he is preaching another gospel, for 
the price was paid on Calvary’s 
cross and the work that saves is 
finished. It was Christ Jesus who 
made the full surrender, when He 
yielded Himself unto death for us 
that we might be redeemed from 
the curse of the broken law and 


a common criminal and cast into 
the bottomless pit. 


The world will no longer be his 
arena. He will be cast out of the 
earth. You remember the story 
of Jesus on the Mount of Trans- 
figuration with Peter, James, and 
John. The disciples were in the 
valley and a father brought to 
them a son possessed with a de- 
mon, They tried to cast him out, 
but could not. When Jesus came 
down from the mount, He re- 
proved His disciples and cast out 
the demon. 


It is not too farfetched to say 
that the Lord Jesus has been in 
the Mount of Transfiguration in 
Heaven for twenty centuries. 
Down upon the earth some of His 
followers have been trying to cast 
out Satan. They have tried re- 
formatien and education. They 
have tried every known means to 
cast out Satan and to bring in 
the fulness of the kingdom of God. 
They have failed utterly and com- 
pletely. The Devil is still in power 
and even growing in power. 

But, thank God, here in Reve- 
lation we read that Satan’s reign 
and power will be broken and that 
he will be cast down. This will be 
accomplished, not by reformation, 
education, or legislation, but by 
the coming of Christ. Church work 
and preaching are good, but they 
will not accomplish the casting out 
of Satan from the earth: But the 
personal coming of our Lord will 
bring about this event. 


Later we will see the final doom 
of Satan, but for the present it 
is enough to realize that there is 
coming a day when his power 
will be curtailed for a thousand 
years. Here is another reason why 
we should look eagerly for the 
coming of Christ. Let us give 
our wholehearted allegiance to the 
Lord Jesus and pray with John, 
“Even so, come, Lord Jesus.”

forever saved from the judgment 
to come upon all who refuse His 
grace. 

When the modernist prates in 
glowing terms and _ honeyed 
phrases of salvation by character, 
salvation by altruism, salvation by 
ethical culture, he too is proclaim- 
ing another gospel, for if char- 
acter could have saved, Christ 
need not have died; if altruism 
would have fitted sinful men for 
Heaven, the Lord Jesus would 
surely have told us so; if ethical 
culture could deliver from the 
wrath of God, what place would 
Gethsemane, Calvary and _ the 
empty tomb have in the divine 
economy ? 

When the Christian Scientist 
(falsely so-called) denies the real- 
ity of sin, disease and death, and 
lulls sinners to sleep by telling 
them that “God is all and all is 
God,”” even going so far as to de- 
clare the death of Christ was un- 
real, and His resurrection simply 
spiritual, and that the blood of 
Jesus was no more efficacious to 
cleanse from sins when shed upon 
the accursed tree than when it 
was flowing in His veins, he, or 
she, is promulgating another gos- 
pel which is not another, for it is 
a baseless dream, a weird and 
blasphemous “error of mortal 
mind” that will leave its votaries 
at last without God and without 
hope. 

The solemn fact is there is no 
other gospel. Every pretended sub- 
stitute is but a Satan-devised de- 
lusion meant to turn men away 
from the strait gate which alone 
leads into the narrow way, and 
make them contented as_ they 
crowd down the clean side of the 
broad way to eternal perdition. 


Before there can really be an- 
other gospel there must be an- 
other Saviour and another Holy 
Spirit, and this can never be. Nor 
is any other gospel needed, for the 
grand old Gospel of the grace of 
God is all-sufficient to save “who- 
soever will,” and has demonstrat- 
ed its power throughout the cen- 
turies by transforming lost, mis- 
erable sinners into happy, joyous 
saints. Paul says, “I am _ not 
ashamed of the gospel of Christ: 
for it is the power of God unto 
salvation to every one that be- 
lieveth; to the Jew first, and also 
to the Greek; For therein is the 
righteousness of God _ revealed 
from faith to faith: as it is writ- 
ten, The just shall live by faith” 
(Rom. 1:16, 17). The Gospel needs 
only to be preached in the power 
of the Holy Spirit to hold its own 
against every imitation and substi- 
tute that the mind of the natural 
man energized by Satan can de- 
vise. Like the Bible itself it is 
divinely inspired, and 
pre-eminently fitted for the needs 
of mankind. Its philosophy rises 
above all human systems like the 
Alps above the low-lying hills. It 


the heart, if men but take the 
place of repentant sinners and ac- 
cept it by faith. It is the dynamic 
of God unto the deliverance of all 
who believe it. To refuse it is to 
be lost.

In spite of the Supreme Court’s 
ruling that “no religion’’—and this 
includes Christianity—‘‘may be 
taught in the public schools” of 
the U. S., we ean rejoice that in 
certain areas and schools, especial- 
ly in the “Bible belt,” there is still 
room for Christ, and revival work 
goes on. In one high school (in 
West Va.) of 250 = students, 
through the influence of a Chris- 
tian coach, some 200 students have 
been converted. 

However, the war is on “against 
the Lord and His Christ.” The 
Christian Teacher (Oct.) reveals 
the action of the authorities in 
one California school: “In this 
school the books of the school 
library were examined to deter- 
mine if the Word of God appear- 
ed on any of the pages. If so, such 
books were ordered removed from 
the library.” Modern education 
has room for every imaginary 
philosophy, no matter how false 
or farfetched, but has “no room” 
for Him.

Agnostics Wanted on Faculty 


Forty Ohio Baptist pastors met 
with faculty representatives of a 
church-related college to deter- 
mine the extent of church “rela 
tionship” desirable in the college, 
A written report of the meeting 
contained this statement: “If we 
want alternatives {to the Chris- 
tian faith| presented, then there 
must be individuals who can pre- 
sent the alternatives .... We feel, 
then, that there should be an ag- 
nostic or agnostics on the faculty.” 

These preachers would do well 
to heed Gabriel Courier’s com- 
ment on this item. Wrote Mr. 
Courier in Christian Herald: 
“When you've got only a small 
candle burning in the darkness, 
it seems to us that the darkness 
already has ample representation.”

ple! But it is not impossible to 
iry. I have failed on hundreds— 
yet other hundreds were so very 
easy! 

On several occasions I have 
merely opened jhe conversation 
and the poor lost soul did the rest. 

In the dining room of a hotel 
in Hamilton, Ontario, one Sunday 
morning I sat reading the menu. 
The waitress was waiting for my 
order. Without looking up I 
casually remarked, “Where is a 
good place to go to church?” 

“T have not been to church 
since I came over from the old 
country,’ she said. 

Her accent was Irish. She start- 
ed telling me about her need. She 
said that she_had just received 
a letter from her father and moth- 
er. They had just been converted 
and had joined the church. By this 
time she was in tears! Said she, 
“T too, need to be saved, and I’m 
going to get saved!’’ You see she 
led herself to Christ!! She just 
needed a little prodding! 

[I just came from a revival meet- 
ming in Centerville, Iowa. The pas- 
tor and I called in the homes of 
the unconverted who had children 
in Sunday School. We saw many 
ready to be saved. They were 
hungry for Christ. They were so 
very easy to win to the Saviour. 


Now everyone who works at 
this business day in and day out 
could tell you many discouraging 
stories! I could write a book about 
insults and abuse. But who knows 
— even these might be easy for the 
next soul winner to reap! 

One night 
a man came to the 
saved. After I had opened the 
scriptures and led him to the 
Saviour, he told me this most 
amazing story.

“This is my third night-to hear 
you preach. The first night I sat 
“and tried to figure out where I 
had seen you before. It all came 
back to me tonight. At least I 
think I’m right. Did you ever do 
anv hitchhiking?” 

“Many times, back and forth 
from college—and in the early 
days of my ministry I would catch 
rides from one revival meeting to 
the next,” I told him. 

“You might not -remember it, 
but several years ago I stopped 
my car and offered you a ride. 
After you had visited a few min- 
utes you asked me about my soul. 
After a few minutes I lied to you 
and said, ‘I turn off the highway 
down here about a mile.’ When 
you got out of the car something 
told me that you were a man of 
God and that I had done an awful 
thing. After I had driven several 
miles I was so convicted I turned 
around and came back to find vou, 
but you were gone. Evidently 
someone else had given you a 
ride. I’ve never gotten over that 
conviction until now!” 

Fully thirteen years had passed! 
God's Word had not returned void. 
So maybe when we feel we have 
failed, we have really succeeded. 
Everything we do for Christ will 
be rewarded one way or another. 

How long has it been since you 
won a soul? How long since you 
really tried? Remember therefore 
from whence thou art fallen, and 
REPENT ... or ELSE! 


Else What? 
Three things I see in the Bible 
that God will do for a Christian 
who will not repent. 


1. Christians Disebedient About 
Soul Winning Will Be Chastened 


First, chastise. When a true 
Christian will not judge himself 
then God must judge him, “For 
the time is come that judgment 
must begin at the house of God: 
and if it first begin at us, what 
shall the end be of them that 
obey not the gospel of God?” (1 
Pet. 4:17). Revelation 3:19, “As 
many as I love, I rebuke and 
chasten: be zealous therefore, and 
repent!” Repent or be chastised! 
You don’t have to repent, but God 
will surely chasten you if you 
don't! It is repent or else! 


In my late teens I had four 
summers of military training. All 
of you who have served in the 
U. S. Armed Services will appreci- 
ate what I am about to say. When 
the Captain shouted “Attention!” 
everyone immediately and without 


o 
commént snapped to attention. 
Heads up, shoulders back, heels 
together. I'll now admit that that 
is an awful way for a human be- 
ing to have to stand! But we did 
it! It was attention or else! “FOR- 
WARD MARCH!” he commanded, 
and off we went! It was march 
or else! So we marched. We 
learned early about the ELSE. 

Did you have an old-fashioned 
Daddy who believed what the Bi- 
ble said about discipline? I did. 
If he said, “Son, cut the wood,” I 
cut the wood—or else! There was 
never a doubt in my mind about 
his love. I knew he loved me. And 
I also knew that he would “whale 
the tar’ out of me if I disobeyed 
him. I was his boy. 

Now, if you have ever been 
saved, you are God's child. He 
loves you! Says He, “As many as I 
love, I rebuke and chasten.” Has 
God ever whipped you? I'll tell 
you this: when God gets through 
‘you will know that you have been 
whipped! God says, “Remember 
therefore from whence thou art 
fallen, and repent, and do the first 
works, or else I will come unto 
thee quickly, and will remove thy 
candlestick out of his place, except 
thou REPENT” (Rev. 2:5). 


2. God May Lay Aside, Put on the 
Shelf Those Who Will Not Win 
Souls 


Secondly, God may cast away! 

Paul did not want to become a 
castaway. First Corinthians 9:27, 
‘But I keep under my body, and 
bring it into subjection: lest that 
by any means, when I have 
preached to others, I myself 
should be a castaway.” Paul is 
not afraid he will go to Hell! The 
salvation of his soul is not ques- 
tioned or involved in this pas- 
sage. The Greek word adokimos 
means “DISAPPROVED.” 

It is possible to become a casta- 
away or rejected in God's service! 

What is sadder than a “has 
been” or a “used to be’? “I was 
a soul winner once’; “I used to 
get my prayers answered.” What 
a terrible thing to be a castaway! 
To be “put on the shelf,” and not 
used for God’s glory any more. 


In substance, God says, “All 
right, if you will not listen to me, 
be your own god. You will not let 
me direct your life, so you be 
your own guide! Answer your 
own prayers.” What an awful 
thing to happen to a child of God. 
The very thought of such a thing 
is frightening! 


8. Christians May Die for 
Continued Disobedience 


The third and most dreadful 
thing I see that‘could happen to 
a child of God is that he live such 
a sorry life that God has to Kill 
him! Oh, I know this shocks some 
of you! Some will say, “God never 
kills anyone!” What about the 
flood?! What about Sodom and 
Gomorrah?! What about Ananias 
and Sapphira? Yes, God may take 
you out of this world, 

Read I Corinthians 3:17, “If any 
man defile the temple of God, him 
shall God destroy’! Surely God 
will judge you if you do not re- 
pent! “For this cause many are 
weak and sickly among you, and 
MANY SLEEP” (I Cor, 11:30). 
Paul says some are sick and some 
are dead! God had to remove 
them! 

One of my close friends put 
aside God's plan for his life to 
please his wife. God took him 
home in a terrible wreck. 

If you are a true child of God, 
you will not go without God's 
chastening hand in your life! 

God wants you to be clean. He 
wants you to witness and win 
souls to Him! 

If you are away from God, re- 
pent. God will forgive you if you 
will repent. 

If God tells you to do something 
for Him, He expects you to do it!
